More Tests Necessary 
lf Bombs Outlawed

AT BIKINI, June 28- Ma J. Gen. I 
Anthony C. McAuliffe predicted 
today that Operation Crossroad* I 
will be the world s last test of an 
atomic weapon, if nations of the 
world agree to use atomic energy’ 
only for peaceful purposes. 
McAuliffe, Army ground forces 
adviser to Vice Admiral W. H P. 
I Blandy, suggested that only if in­ 
ternational relation* collapse and 
this nation again approaches war, 
would the United State* proceed 
with further atomic bomb tests, 
McAuliffe is In charge of tests 
to determine the bomb* effect on 
Army ground equipment exposed 
on the decks of target ship* in the 
Bikini lagoon. 
McAuliffe said he did not be­ 
lieve the tests would be sufficient 
to show what atomic weapons 
might do to troops ashore and to 
ground force installations such as 
concrete pillboxes, dugouts and 
gun emplacements. 
He added, however, that Bikini 
tests—designed primarily to find 
out what such a bomb might do to 
Navy ships—would give a rough 
idea of the effect that an atomic 
missile would have on a compact J 
amphibious invasion force. 
McAuliffe said he had suggested 
a test of the bomb against Army 
Installations on land, but the idea 
was vetoed. 
He expressed the belief such 
test would never be made—unless 
world peace and atomic control ne­ 
gotiations break dowm and w*ar 
once again looms. 
McAuliffe said he was mainly 
Interested in the Bikini tests from 
a standpoint of "passive defense" 
against the bomb. 
"We want to learn its effect 
upon personnel," he said. "I am 
especially Interested in the use of 
animals aboard the target ships,

that of the record previous year— 
$48,000 OOO OOO. 
5. More than $10,000 000,000 of 
debt was retired. 
During the 1946 fiscal year, fed­ 
eral income was larger and the ex­ 
penditures smaller than expected. 
The 1946 deficit was estimated 
at $28,620,000 OOO as late as Jan­ 
uary, yet it will be no higher than 
$21,000,000,000, 
January, March and June were 
months in which net income ex­ 
ceeded spending. It has been many 
years since the government had an 
excess of income over expenditures 
for any month.

Curtis Advocates Government 


Responsible To People, 


Not 
To 
Nations 


NEW YORK, June 28—British 
political expert Lionel Curt!*, in 
his book “World War—Its Cause 
and Cure” published in the United 
States today, advocates a world 
government responsible only to 
the people and not to national gov­ 
ernments. 
Curtis believes that such a gov­ 
ernment should be devoted solely 
to assuring the security of all na­ 
tions, and that nothing should be 
allowed to divert it from its task.

The Ohio River has been called 
the Rhine of America because its 
scenic splendors rival those of the 
historic European river which has 
been so much In the news in recent 
times.f 
Along the winding and twisting 
shores of this great east-to-west 
water highway are roads from 
which the full beauty of this 
placid, broad stream can be en­ 
joyed.

At the western end of the drive 
Is Gallipolis—early home of rn 
group of French settlers. Still re ­ 
taining its Gaelic atmosphere, the 
town itself is one of the most in­ 
teresting in the state. “Our House,* 
an old inn now transformed into a 
museum, sheltered Lafayette. 
The Ohio River scenery between 
Marietta and Gallipolis is beautiful 
at any season of the year, whether 
early spring with its blossoming 
flowers and verduring trees, placid 
midsummer or fall with its bril­ 
liant color.

COLUMBUS, June 28—Consid­ 
erable excellent pasture can be ob­ 
tained from first year Ohio seed­ 
ings; but Earl Jones, extension 
agronomist, Ohio State University, 
warns against grazing the stands 
too closely and against permitting 
livestock to remain in those fields 
after September IO. 
Mr. Jones believes two of the 
weak points in Ohio farming meth­ 
ods are provision of too little pas­ 
ture acreage and neglect of per­ 
manent pastures. He suggests that 
all dairy farms u.ae a 4-year crop 
rotation in which meadows are left 
for two years so that hay is cut the 
first year and pasture is provided 
the second. 
The University agronomist ad­ 
vises turning livestock on new 
seedings after the grass or clover 
has grown w’ell and leaving the

until the

Diagnosis of Gland Ills 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. BJ). 
WHAT is mumps? Nearly ev­ 
erybody can remember having had 
it at some time or other during 
childhood, but few know much 
about it except that it causes s 
painful, and sometimes laugh-pro­ 
voking, swelling of the jaws. 
Not many realize that thia com­ 
mon discase is really an acute in­ 
flammation of two little glands 
which lie just in front of, and 
slightly below the ear, or that it is 
only one of the many disorders 
which car. afflict them. 
These glands are called the par­ 
otids and it is their business to 
make the secretion known as sali­ 
va, which is carried through little 
ducts to the mouth, where it is 
then mixed with food, to bring 
about the first step in digestion. 
In addition to acute infection* 
such as mumps or epidemic paro­ 
titis there is occasionally seen a 
condition 
known 
as 
surgical 
mumps. This consist* essentially of 
an abscess of the the parotid gland 
and it follow-* some surgical con­ 
dition, such as appendicitis. 
Moreover, these salivary glands 
may also be subject to chronic or 
long-continued infection. Tumors 
may develop in the glands, them­ 
selves, or around them. Stones may 
form in the parotid glands. Some­ 
times the duct which leads from 


the gland to the mouth may be 
blocked. 
When a chronic disturbance of 
the parotid glands occurs which 
produces pain and swelling, before 
treatment is carried out, it is im­ 
portant to determine just what 
disorder is present. According to 
Dr. Theodore E. Beyer of Denver, 
one method which is helpful in 
making a diagnosis ii a procedure 
called sialography. 
This consists of injecting into 
the duct of the gland a substance 
called lipiodo! and then taking an 
X-ray of the gland. In this X-ray 
will be seen the outline of the duct# 
in the gland and the gland itself. 
This procedure is easily carried out 
and there are no dangers in i t 
When such X-rays are taken it 
will help to show the size and posi- 
tion of a stone if one is present 
Chronic inflammation of the gland 
also can be diagnosed. It is 
Iso 
possible to tell a tumor in the gland 
itself from one which may be lo­ 
cated around the gland. It also will 
help to tell the difference between 
a tumor which is not dangerous 
and one that is malignant or can­ 
cerous. 
If it Is found that a malignant 
tumor is present, an immediate 
operation should be carried out 
and the tumor removed. Such ma­ 
lignant tumors grow rapidly and 
produce pain.
